Residents  of  California  woke  up 
at  4:31a.m.  Pacific  Standard  Tunc 
last  Monday  morning  facing  a 
major  earthquake  that  registered 
6.6  on  (he  Richlcr  Scale  lasting 
between  30-45  seconds. 

President  Clinton  immediately 
declared  the  area  eligible  for  disas- 
ter relief.  Mayor  Riordan  Reardon 
declared  Los  Angeles  a  state  of 
emergency. 

Governor  Pete  Wilson  said  he 
was  thankful  the  quake  happened  at 
4:30  in  the  morning  and  on  a  holi- 
day or  Los  Angeles  would  have 
faced  more  destruction. 

Considering  that  eight  million 
people  live  in  Greater  Los  Angeles, 
only  33  deaths  occurred  and  274 
people  were  reported  injured  in  the 
disaster  at  press  time.  All  ninety 
hospitals  in  the  area  treated  quake 
victims. 

Firefighters  were  busy  battling 
fires  as  gasoline  lines  ruptured,  set- 
ting on  fire  cars  that  were  parked 
along  city  streets. 

During  Monday's  quake,  35  after- 
shocks were  reported.  Several  resi- 
dents described  the  aftershocks 
similar  to  swaying  and  rumbling 

James  Lee  White,  Director  of  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management 


Agency,  activated  four  emergency 
medical  teams  to  travel  to  the  area. 

FEMA  officials  sent  medical 
relief  before  local  officials  request- 
ed assistance.  The  agency  will 
request  funding  from  Congress. 

Property  damage  estimates  have 
not  been  determined  at  the  Lime  of 
press. 

Seismologists  say  this  was  not  the 
"big  one"  and  do  not  expect  anoth- 
er big  quake  for  several  years.  They 
expect  after-shocks  for  the  new  few 
months.  Scientists  reported  30 
aftershocks  registering  3.3  or 
greater. 

Jack  A.  Sunderman,  associate 
professor  of  Gcosciences  explained 
there  arc  three  main  faults,  a  bip- 
stip,  a  strike  slip  and  a  thrust  fault. 

Monday's  quake  was  considered 
a  thrust  fault. 

"A  thrust  fault  moves  up  and 
over,  part  of  the  earth's  crust  is 
moved  up  on  lop  of  another,"  said 
Sunderman. 

"It's  upper  plate  was  moving 
northward,"  added  Sunderman. 
The  epicenter  was  just  west  of  the 
Los  Angeles  basin. 

Dcnisc  Sibinski  or  the  American 
Red  Cross  informed  The 
Communicator  that  local  Red  Cross 
officials  have  been  placed  on  alert 
status  to  travel  to  the  area  to  help 
the  relief  efforts.

University  Resources  Policy  Committee 
approves  parking  fee  proposal

The  University  Resources 
Policy  Commitiee  has  approved  a 
new  Parking  Fee  Proposal. 

The  proposal  would  eliminate  B 
parking  and  retain  A  parking  for 
faculty  and  staff. 

There  would  also  be  a  mandatory 
charge  per  credit  hour  for  every 
student  on  campus  based  upon  the 
number  of  credit  hours  in  which 
he  or  she  is  enrolled. 

One  of  the  reasons  stated  for 
approving  this  new  fee  lies  in  the 
fact  IPFW  is  reaching  its  capacity 
for  the  number  of  cars  versus 
parking. 

As  for  the  faculty,  if  they  chose 
not  to  purchase  an  "A"  permit, 
then  they  could  park  in  the  "B" 
area  for  free. 

"Through  this  proposal,  there 
will  be  a  considerably  increased 
amount  of  time  that  security  offi- 
,cers  will  have  to  patrol  the  parking 
areas,  instead  of  the  constant  tick- 
et writing  that  often  occurs,"  said 
Walter  Branson,  vice  chancellor 
for  financial  affairs. 

According  to  the  Dec.  3  minutes 
of  the  committee,  Beverly 
Stewart,  office  supervisor  for  Arts 
and  Sciences,  asked  Branson  "if 
student  government  was  in  favor 
of  this  proposal." 

"Branson  replied,"  the  minutes 
continued,  "that  overall,  they 
seemed  10  be  in  favor  of  it 
although  they  did  register  some 
concern  over  faculry/slaff  parking 
free."

Indiana       Purdue       Student 

Government  Association  wrote  a 
resolution  stating  their  opposition 
to  the  parking  fee  proposal. 

In  the  resolution  student  govern- 
ment stressed  that  the  proposal 
would  discourage  students  from 
carpooling  and  using  other  types 
of  transportation  to  gel  to  the  cam- 
pus. Those  students  will  be 
charged  per  credit  enrolled 
whether  they  drive  to  school  or 
not. 

"I  feel  the  proposal  is  very  unfair 
to  students  and  puts  an  undue  bur- 


den on  them.  If  faculty  does  not 
wish  to  purchase  the  "A"  permit, 
then  they  can  purchase  a  "B"  per- 
mit or  park  in  the  free  lot  located 
behind  the  athletic  center,"  said 
Mark  King,  senator  for  IPSGA. 

Linda  Woolton,  chair  of  the 
committee  and  instructor  for 
English  and  linguistics,  claims 
that  the  resolution  was  not  con- 
structed by  the  IPSGA  until  after 
the  committee  had  already  passed 
the  proposal.

Whereas.while  students  will  pay  an  average  of  eighleen(18)  dollars  per  year  for  "free"  parking  in  the  non- 
reserved  lols  while  factuality  members  who  choose  not  to  purchase  an  "A"  parking  permit  will  be  able  to 
use  the  "free"  lots  for  free,  and 

Whereas,  later  years  of  the  proposal  call  for  student  fees  to  reach  one  dollar  and  fifty-five  cents  (SI  .55) 
per  credit  hour  by  the  1998-99  school  year,  and 

Whereas,  students  will  be  discouraged  from  carpooling  and  other  alternative  means  of  transportation  to 
campus,  because  they  will  be  paying  for  parking  whether  they  use  it  or  not,  and 

Whereas,  this  may  even  cause  increased  parking  problems,  and  cosls,  later  on  down  the  line. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Indiana  Purdue  Student  Government  Association  opposes  the  current  administra- 
tion proposal  for  restructuring  parking  fees  on  the  IPFW  campus,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  1PGSA  will  oppose  this  plan  at  alt  levels  in  the  process  of  its  review  or 
implementation  unless  the  concerns  of  the  student  body  are  appropriately  addressed  and  resolved. 


seniative  for  the  committee  citing 
a  conflict  of  interest  between  her 
position  on  the  committee  and  her 
work  at  the  office  of  The 
Communicator,  was  present  at  the 
Dec.  3  committee  meeting  and 
served  as  a  student  representative 
for  IPSGA. 

At  (he  committee  meeting  on 
Dec.  3  Stocks  said  she  did  not 
support  students  buying  an  A 
sticker  or  faculty  being  able  to 
park  in  the  B  parking  lot  for  free. 

"At  the  committee  meeting  I  did 
gel  a  chance  to  voice  my  concerns 
and  I  also  recorded  those  concerns 
in  my  personal  noles.  Although 
when  I  received  a  copy  of  the  min- 
utes my  comments  were  not 
included  in  the  notes  and  I  did  not 
understand  why,"  stated  Stocks. 

IPSGA  senator  Chris  Douse 
expressed  his  discontent  with  the 
handling  of  the  resolution. 

"I  was  disturbed  to  read  in  the  E- 
ni. ul  messages  that  Slocks  shared 
with  IPSGA  thai  the  proposal  had 
been  passed  even  though  we 
passed  the  resolution  against  it." 
said  Douse. 

Branson  said  the  proposal  still 
has  to  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

"I  believe  ibe  proposal  has  three 
main  benefits:  visible  security 
force,  the  cumulation  of  the  cum- 
bersome task  of  recording  and  fil- 
ing all  the  "B"  permit  tickets,  and 
improved  parking  for  those  visit- 
ing the  campus,"  said  Branson.

This  past 
November,  News-Sentinel  editorial 
page  editor  Leo  Morris  claimed  in 
one  his  commentaries  that  competi- 
tion is  an  "old-fashioned,"  terribly 
politically  incorrect  concept,"  and  a 
staff  editorial  announced,  "It's  offi- 
cial: Your  family  can  proceed  wiih 
its  traditional  Thanksgiving  Day 
observance  free  from  politically 
correct  guilt.  "Family  Values"  are 
in  again.  The  president  says  so." 

The  Journal-Gazette's  syndicated 
columnists  provided  a  diverse  array 
of  "PC"  indicators.  Religion  writer 
Terry  Martingly  referred  to  "politi- 


cally correct"  programs  on  subjects 
ranging  from  the  environment  to 
sex"  in  one  article.  In  another,  he 
reviewed  a  novel  by  David  Aikman, 
Time  magazine's  senior  foreign 
correspondent  in  which  a  post  Civil 
War-II  "socialist,"  politically  cor- 
rect "People's  Movement,"  takes 
control  of  most  U.S.  cities,  "ironi- 
cally with  the  support  of  a  fascist 
Russian  regime."

The  only  change  (o 
procedure  was  to  make  the  about 
face  command  optional  within 
twenty  meters  of  a  shower  area. 

Recall  that  blacks  were  once  seg- 
regated in  the  military.  They  per- 
formed equally  as  well  as  the  other 
units.  Over  time  people  were 
allowed  to  enter  the  military  with- 
out regard  to  race.

Students  need  to  take  advantage  of  courses

There  is  a  common  question  many 
students  ask  as  they  toil  through  the 
courses  they  dread  or  are  having  a 
hard  time  understanding: 

"Are  all  these  courses  necessary 
for  my  degree?' 

According  to  David  C.  Brennan, 
director  of  Student  Academic 
Counseling  Services  (SACS),  they 


"It  is  if  you  want  to  broaden  your 
knowledge  for  fulfilling  your  life," 
Brennan  said, 

"SACS  is  geared  towards  students 
who  are:  non-degree,  undecided, 
transferring  from  other  colleges 
(SAC  is  a  quick  open  for  late  trans- 
fers), and  those  who  must  take 
preparatory  courses  to  enter  a 
degree  section  when  transferring 
degrees." 

Brennan  feels  many  freshmen  tack 
academic  maturity  because  they 


don't  know  their  'comfort  level' 
when  choosing  their  total  semester 
credit  hours. 

"Many  students  don't  take  care  of 
themselves."  Brennan  said  with 
concern.  "Many  (freshmen)  start 
with  12  or  more  credit  hours  in 
their  beginning  freshman  year  not 
realizing  that  their  grade  point  aver- 
age will  most  likely  be  lower." 

He  also  stated  that  some  freshmen 
do  not  register  early  enough  lo  get 
the  best  class  opportunities. 


So.  the  next  time  students  are 
tempted  lo  complain  about  the 
required  courses  for  their  degree, 
ibey  need  to  think  about  the  fact 
that  their  broadening  their  life  skills 
and  chances  of  gelling  a  better  job 
in  the  future.

"In  light  of  ihete  simple  obser- 
vations, how  can  the  NCAA  possi- 
bly consider  the  reduction  of 
men's  scholarships  as  a  plausible 
means  of  cutting  costs?" 

In  1991  Uic  NCAA  voied  to  lower 
men's  basketball  scholarships  from 
15  to  13  to  cm  costs  while  they  left 
women's  scholarships  ai  15. 

Last  week  ihc  Black  Coaches 
Association  announced  a  possible 
boycott  due  to  an  NCAA  refusal  to 
reinstate  a  14th  scholarship  for 
men's  basketball. 

Inspilc  of  ihc  underlying  currents 
of  racism  and  sexism,  die  heart  of 
this  issue  is  a  question  of  fairness. 

When  addressing  the  issue  of 
race,  many  if  not  most  African 
American  males  rely  upon  athletic 
scholarships  as  a  way  to  higher 
education.  As  any  basketball  fan 
would  notice,  basketball  is  largely 
populated  with  athletically  gifted 
African  American  males  who  make 
the  game  exciting;  therefore,  draw- 
ing attention  to  the  sport 

The  number  of  young  black 
males  and  other  young  men  of  all 
ethnic  backgrounds  who  dream  of 
attending  school  and  of  playing  a 
collegiate  sports  arc  in  lite  millions. 
The  scholarships  available  are  only 
in  (he  hundreds  at  best. 

In  light  of  these  simple  observa- 
tions, how  can  the  NCAA  possibly 
consider  Ihc  reduction  of  men's 
scholarships  as  a  plausible  means 
of  cutting  cosLs? 

This  is  not  to  say  that  women's 
athletics  arc  any  less  important. 
While  women's  athletics  are 
noticeably  less  publicized,  the  fact 
remains  (hat  men's  athletics  pro- 
vide universities  with  millions  of 
dollars  annually.  Understandably, 
tbey  have  a  right  to  expect  equal  if 
not  belter  trcatmenL 

Until  (he  NCAA  is  willing  (o  put 
stronger  emphasis  upon  women's 
athletics,  thereby  providing  them 
with  a  way  of  earning  money  for 
universities  to  create  funding  for 
women's  athletic  scholarships, 
they  cannot  and  should  not  expect 
men's  athletics  to  be  responsible 
making  up  the  slack.
